‘The Wilmington Planning Board, 
ready to oppose the routing of the 
new Route 62 through Wilmington, 
seems to be all prepared for the 
State Department of Public Works 
on April 10th in Arlington, in 
which Route 62 is probably to be 
discussed, 

A written peresentation, as well 
as oral arguments, 1s to be made 
by the Wilmington Planning Board, 
and the Board of Selectmen of 
Wilmington have said that they 
will be in attendance, 

The Wilmington Planning Board 
met Tuesday night with represent- 
atives of the Planning Boards of 
Andover, Burlington, North Read- 
ing, Reading and Woburn, in the 
Hiller House, in back of the Mid- 
dlesex Bank, Also in attendance 
were Professor Eliot, Consultant, 


and the Town Engineer, as well 
as Christian Bachman and Cindie 
Williams of the Wilmington Con- 
servation Commission, 

The members of the out-of-town 
Planning Boards agreed generally 
with the Wilmington position. 

Frank Baxter, representing the 
Burlington Planning Board, said 
that his own position was that the 
new Route 62 should be ‘north of 
the Burlington line’ i.e, in Biller- 
ica, 

‘The Burlington Planning Board, 
he said, was unanimously against 
the presently proposed layout, 

‘The North Reading represent~ 
atives, three in number, were 
at least slightly in favor of using

Eliot’ said that he felt there 
should be a ‘low density popula~ 
tion area’ between Route 128 and 
Route 495, which goes around Bos- 
ton about 10 miles further out than 
128, 

Eliot told Mr Bower that he had 
a sketch of laying out a route from 
125 towards the Tewksbury Hos- 
pital, which, Bower said, would 
probably be welcomed by the 
Tewksbury Planning Board, 

The agenda for the April 10 
meeting allows but 30 minutes for 
discussion (as reported last week) 
and several of those present com- 
mented on this, Others had not 
yet even seen an agenda, and when 
an explanation was made that it 
had probably been sent to the res- 
pective Boards of Selectmen there 
were “several grins of understand- 
ing on why the individuals had not 
seen the proposal, 

Madelyn McKie, Chairman ofthe 
Wilmington Planning Board, and 
the Wilmington representative to 
the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council (MAPC) reported that in 
last Thursday’s meeting of the 
MAPC in Quincy she had saia that 
the three plans now in the mking, 
(MAPC with MTA plans, Ipswich 
River Authority, and DPW plans) 
would divide Wilmington up into 
reservoirs . und superhighways, 


with room only for fishes and 
autos, parked or moving. 

She also reported that she had 
criticised the 30 minutes allocated 
for discussion of the plans (this 
report being after most of the 
guests had left), and that there 
were ‘hoots and hollers’ on the 
part of some of the representa-~ 
tives of the cities and towns pre- 
sent, at the short time allowed, 

Danny Gillis sald that there 
should be ‘two or three sessions’ 
for discussion of the proposed 
routes, and that the Wilmington 

Board should so move, 
and in writing, for the record, 

In another part of the discus- 
sion Professor Eliot said that in 
1956 the planning had been for 
‘open space’ - and now the encour- 
agement was for ‘intensive devel- 
opment,’ 

‘Just why is a major facility 
of this sort clearly necessary? 
Iam sure that they will argue that 
there will be so many more autos 
in 1990, If you follow that argu- 
ment you'll just have to fall down

Dear Captain Neilson; 

In your report of the Planning 
Board meeting in last week’s Town 
Crier, I noticed that there had been 
some misinterpretation regarding 
the formation of a Citizen’s Advis- 
ory Committee (CAC), 

‘The reason for establishing such 
a committee 1s NOT to ‘help the 
Planning Board in its thinking of 
the problems of Conservancy’, as 
was stated; but rather is an integral 
part of the ENTIRE plan, and is 
recommended procedure for a 
comprehensive 701 

‘The purpose of the CAC, as itis 
called, is two-fold; Initially, it can 
give direction to the Planning 
Board in developing our Master 
Pian by reflecting the views of the 
residents, 

Wilmington, today, is a more 
cosmopolitan community than it 
was during the late 1950’s when the 
General Plan Report was developed 
At that time there were many 
small neighborhood groups which 
the Board could contact, 

Now that these organizations 
have disappeared, it is increasing- 
ly difficult to maintain a close rap- 
port with the citizenry, The CAC 
would provide a basis for this kind 
of communication, 

Secondly, since a comprehensive 
701 Program is so complex, it 
seems sensible to attempt to keep 
the townspeople informed of the 
many aspects of the Program as 
each is studied, By meeting at 
stated intervals with such agroup, 
the Planning Board could relate 
many of the details of these com- 
ponents to the committee members 

The meetings would be essen- 
tially informative both forthe CAC 
and for the Planning Board. A 
report would be given by the Board 
with a discussion to follow, The 
results should be rewarding to all 
concerned,
